Tried After Prison Strikes. 

| Col. Sedgwick Rice, commandant | 
'at the Disciplinary Barracks at the!

statement said he conferred with 
War Department officials in Wash- 
ington in January, 1919, as to condl- 
tions in the prison after one of a' 
'series of “strikes’’ among the pris- 
oners. 

“The demands of the prisoners, in 
/ writing, were delivered by me ift 
person to Secretary Baker,” Col | 
Rice said. “His reply in writing was. 
'delivered by me to the prisoners. The | 
establishment of the prisoners’ con-: 
ference committee followed on or- | 
‘ders of the Adjutant-General of the, 
army.” 

Many details of management and | 
administration of the prison were 
‘turned over to committees of pris-| 
oners, according to statements of | 
prisoners and former prisoners. <A' 
judicial committee was established 
and subcommittees for the kitchen, | 
/dining room, vard and sleeping | 
quarters. A constitution was drawn | 
up for the government of the prison. 
The Judicial Committee was given 
the right to try offenders against | 
“lesser laws” of the prison and itn-' 
flict punishment. Prisoners testi- 
fled, according to the report, that the | 
subcommittees became tyrranica! | 
and overbearing and that the pun- 
lishments frequently consisted of 
beatings and eyes. The 
“kitchen cofnmittee,” it is alleged, 
Smuggled out potato parings and 
manufactured liquor from them. 

Theory Didn’t Work Well. 

“The theory was not bad,” was 
the assertion of George Auday, a 
prisoner, in his testimony. “It would 
not work out, however. * * * Wale 
there were several hundred men in 
the prison who desired to do what 
was right and had been sent there 
for trivial offenses, tere were also 
several hundred herdened criminals 
‘who preferred prison life to the

GALVESTON, SECOND EXPORTING CENTER. 

Figures on the foreign commerce of the United 
States show that Galveston was the greatest export- 
ing center of the country last year, next to New York | 
City. From Galveston was shipped abroad $598,239- 
227 worth of American products. 

The competition for the second place among the 
ports of this country is lively and always interesting | 
because of the uncertainty of the result. Galveston 
has twice won second place as an exporting center in 
recent years—in 1915 and again in 1919—but in 1916 
New Orleans held the rank and in 1918 Philadelphia 
gained it, with Boston, San Francisco and the porte 
of the State of Washington always showing a formid- 
able volume of business. Galveston’s exports last year 
were twice those of the year before and three times 
more than those of 1918. 

The third port last year was New Orleans, with 
$589,409,222 in total business. Philadelphia was 
fourth, Baltimore fifth, with Savannah sixth and 
Boston, our traditional second port, ranking down in 
seventh place. The figures are most significant of a
